SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 


TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WERK ENDING 8 a.m, SATURDAY? 
THE 22xnn OF FEBRUARY 1896. 


Acain during the previous week conditions had been disturbed in Bengal owing to the 
existeice and movement of a barometric depression, but on. the last day of that week it had 
practically filled up and disappeared, and the pressuro distribution in Bengal was almost 
normal, while temperature was rather lower than usual. On the 16th, or the first day of the 
week under review, a brisk to rapid fall of pressure had occurred over Bengal and the 
Gangetic Plain, and pressure became in defect b amounts ranging up to 0°12” at Bankipore, 
A barometric depression had thas commenced to ‘orm, and this was at once accompanied by 
a rapid increase of temperature, ranging up to 4°, 5°, and 6° at some stations, while bumidity 
also became high. On the 17th a further brisk fall of pressure occurred, and it 
bechme in defect by about 0°15”. A rise in the mean temperature, in some cases amount+ 
ing to 8°, occurred on this day, and at some stations the night temperatures were 10° and 12° 
in excess of the normal, while humidity was also extremely high. On the 18th the 
centro of the barometric depression had passed south-eastwards, and was over the head 
of the Bay. The changes of pressure on this day were not large, but behind the depression 
temperature as usual began to fall, and there was also a very rapid decrease in 
humidity. On the 19th the small barometric depression still existed in the north-east angle 
of the Bay, and it had given distinctly disturbed weather in South-Hast Bengal, where many 
showers fell, and where Chittagong had received the remarkably heavy rainfall of 9:25 inches. 
Pressure was, however, generally rising, and it was clear the depression was filling up. 
Over Bengol generally temperature was falling, while humidity was also decidedly low. 
On the 20th the depression. continued to exist near Chittagong, but weather was not so 
disturbed as it had been. Temperature and humidity had again fallen, and in certain 
districts the air became pnusually dry, and at Calcutta at 10 a.m. on this date the amount 
of moisture in the atmosphere was only 24 per cent. of the possible saturation, On the 
2ist pressure was increasing briskly over Bengal, though the depression could be still traced 
in a feeble form, but on this day the cool wave of air following after the depression swept fully 
over Bengal, and a fall in the mean temperature, in some cases ranging up to 7°, occurred, 
while humidity also continued low. On the 22nd, or the last day of the week, the pressure 
changes were usually small, but the depression had quite disappeared and weather was fine 
and settled. The north-east monsoon winds in Bengal were, however, being partly replaced by 
southerly winds, which were beginning to give increasing temperature and humidity at the 
southern stations. + 

Pressure,—Owing to the influence of the depression pressure has been rather largely 
below the normal, and the average defect for the week hus been from about 0°08" to 0:10.” 

Tempera'ure.—The mean temperature for the province for the week has been 0:9° above 
the normal, but the excess has been to a great extent confined to the maximum or day tem- 
peratures. , 

The actual average temperatures registered in the province for the week and the variation 
from their normal values are, however, seen in the table below, where the average tempe- 
rature data for nine selected stations in different districts of the province are given ;—

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Rainfall.—East Bengal has received an average fall of 0:80 inch, but all other divisions 
have been practically rainless. The district of Ohittagong has received an average fall of 5:26 
inches and South Lushai Hills one of 3:42 inches, while falls of about an inch have been 
received over Backergunge and Noakhali, Elsewhere the falls have been of little importance.

The movement for providing a recreation ground for the students of the 
schools and colle situated atthe north end of the town of Calcutta was 
initiated by Sir Charles Elliott. Harly in his administration, when the late 
Lieutenant-Governor of ‘Bengal gave away the prizes at the Free Church 
‘Institution and Duff sg he noticed the extreme poverty of the students . 
and the confined character of their play-grounds, and expressed regret that in a 
city like Calcutta, where there are so many wealthy and benevolent men, there 
‘should be no suitable play-ground for the large number of boys and young men 
studying in schools and colleges in the northern part of the town. Le appealed 
to the opulent and charitable to on deficiency, and his appeal was taken 
up and supported by the late Viceroy, His Excellency the Marquis of Lansdowne, 
‘in his address as Chancellor of the Calcutta is In 1892 a small Com- 
mittee was appointed by the Society for the Higher ‘raining of Young Men to 
select a site for a play-ground, but after much discussion it was agreed that 
the question must a kept in abeyance, as every site suggested was either too 
costly or too remote.

The subscription list 
shows that Rs. 40,240, of whieb nearly the whole’ atiount has been paid up, 
“wore subscribed up to the 11th December 1895 by the public. In addition to 
this sum, Government has given Rs, 50,000, and the Society for tho ‘Training 
of Young Men gave Rs. 18,000 out of Raja Binaya Krishna Bahadur’s donation 
of Rs. 15,000. In consideration of the latter contribution, Government has 
undertaken to allow the Society a voice inthe management of the new ground 
and a share in the use of it, The present Committee of Management have,

7. Fiuancial.—The cost of repairs to the Orissa embankments (class A) 
during the year was Rs. 1,03,059, or at the rate of Rs. 18645 per mile, against 
Rs. 133°52 in 1893.94. Tho rate was higher owing to the abolition of 248 
miles 3,584 feet of class V embankments, on the maintenance of which no expen- 
diture was incurred for some berg On class B embankments, whose aggregate 
length is 1,107 miles 3500 feet, Rs. 2,038,002 was expended on maintenance 
during the year, against Rs, 2,31,463 in the previous year, giving an average 
rate of Rs. 183'26 per mile, against Rs. 208-66 in the preceding year. 

‘As regards the embankments (class ©) maintained by Government under 
contract with the persons interested in them, the actual cost of repairs amounted 
to Rs. 97,891, against Rs. 97,839 in the preceding year, showing an increase of 
Rs. 52 only; the rate per mile remained the same as last year, being Rs. 207, as 
there were no additions or alterations in the lengths of the embankments. The 
contract for 20 years for the maintenance of tho embankments in the Midnapore 
district having éxpired on the 31st March 1894, it was renewed for another seven 

ears fromthe Ist April 1894, the same amount as that of the last contract, viz. 
. 56,297, being fixed as payable annually by the zamindars interested, and a 
notification, No. 552T.—R., dated 20th September 1895, containing declaration 
to the above effect was issued from the Revenue Department of the Government 
of Bengal, and published at pages 974-75, Part I of the Caleutia Gazette of the 
Qnd October 1895.

As regards the Saran, Champaran, and Muzaffarpur embankments, the 
excess is chiefly due to the cost of constructing retired lines and spurs, filling 
breaches, and special repairs to damages va by floods. 

On embankments of class D (Appendix G, the actual outlay incurred 
during the yeur by the Civil Department, as stated by the Superintending 
Engineers concerned, was Rs. 22,248, while the recoveries and adjustments were 
Rs. 14,291, the balance unadjusted at the end of the year being Ks, 20,549. 
Compared with the figures supplied by the Board of Revenue (Appendix 8), it 
will be seen that the collections of the year were Rs..17,496, or Rs. 3,205 in 
excess of that reported by the Superintending Engineers, No explanation 
of this discrepancy has been given by the Board of Revenue. The figures 

iven in the Board’s return (Appendix B) include only the amounts: which 
ve been accepted and apportioned by the Civil Department, and hence 
no comparison can be made between the “advances” and “ outstanding 
“dha ” as reported by the Board and as given by the Superintending 
ngineers.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING 8 a.m, SATURDAY, 
THE 29rn OF FEBRUARY 1896. 


Ar the close of the previous weck conditions in Bengal were about normal for the 
season. On the 28rd, or the first day of the present week, pressure was rising slowly to 
moderately, and a brisk increase of temperature was also occurring, while winds were 
rather irregular in direction. A deep barometric depression had, however, on this day ° 
appeared over. the Indus Valley with a centre near Jacobabad. On the 24th this depression 
was still in existence, and a second independent depression appeared over the south of 
the Punjab. A brisk to rapid increase of pressure had occurred over Bengal, while 
temperature also increased moderately, and again rather irregular winds prevailed over the 

rovince. On the 25th and 26th conditions still remained disturbed over North-Western 

ndia, while pressure fell moderately in Bengal, the fall being accompanied by a further rise 
of temperature. Hence on the 26th pressure again became relatively low in Bengal, though 
it can scarcely be said that any barometric depression existed, A further slight to brisk 
decrease of pressure occurred over Bengal and Assam cn the 27th, and a distinct 
low pressure area formed over North Bengal. A further moderate increase of temperature 
also occurred, and at several stations the mean temperature recorded was about 10° in 
excess of the normal, but at this time humidity was generally low. Again on the 28th 
pressure fell moderately over Bengal, and a further increase in temperature was recorded, 
and many of the temperatures reported for the 24 hours ending 8 A.M. of the 28th were 
10° and 12° in excess of the normal. Thus at the following typical stations in different 
districts in Bengal the maximum temperatures on the afternoon of the 27th were from 
about 10° to 12° in excess :—Barisal, Jessore, Mymensingh, Calcutta, Balasore, Burdwan, 
Berhampore, Darjeeling, Bogra, Purnea, Darbhanga, Patna, Ranchi and Chatbassa, showing 
that the abnormal heat wave was very widespread. At Calcutta at the Chowringhee 
Observatory on the afternoon of the 27th a maximum temperature of 100°6° was registered, 
and at the Alipore Observatory one of 984°. During the last eighteen years, since the 
Alipore Observatory was first started, the highest maximum temperature recorded in 
February has hitherto been only 91°7°, and hence the temperature this year has exceeded the 
previous record in February by nearly 7°. On tho 29th, or the last day of the week, 
pressure continued to fall slowly, and it was usually in small to moderate defect, the defect 
being considerable in North Bengal. Temperature was, however, falling also, and the 
abnormal heat wave was not so strongly pronounced as on the 28th. 

Pressure.—The meaui pressure for the week has been in distinct excess, but the variations 
from the normal have been rather irregular in amount; the usual excess has varicd from 
0-01” to 0:02" in North Bengal up to about 0:05” to 0°07” in Chota Nagpur. 

Temperature—Has been extremely high during the week, and the average mean tem- 
perature for the whole province has been nearly 5° above the normal. ‘The highest 
maximum temperature reported during the week was 103°3° at Midnapore on the 28th. 

‘the actual average temperatures registered in the province for the week and the varia- 
tion from their normal values are, however, best seen in the table below, where the average 
temperature data for nine selected stations in difforent districts of the province are given :—

STATEMENT OF THE COURSE OF BUSINESS. 


The Hon’ble rae Preswenr said :—“ It is usual at the commencement of a 


- Session for the President to give a general sketch of the projects of legislation

likely to come before the Council, I had hoped that I should have found as 
few projects of legislation as possible to lay before the Council, but as is 
always the case in a large province like this, matters crop up which have to be 
taken into consideration by the legislature, and there are, moreover, legacies 
which we receive from the preceding administration. There are, however, 
only two projects of law of what I may call primary importance which are 
likely to engage the attention of the Council; and these are, first, a Bill to 
amend the law relating to tho partition of estates. This question has been 
under the consideration of the Government of Bengal for the jast four years; 
there have been repeated references to the Government of India and much 
discussion has taken place in regard to the principles of the measure. The 
Bill has again gone before the Government of India and has not yet been 
finally settled, but I anticipate that we shall shortly receive orders which will 
enable us to lay it before the Council. 

“The second measure of large scope is an amendment of the law relating 
to excise in Bengal. ‘his Bill will repeal the existing Exciso Act and make 
various amendments in the excise system of th’s province, based on the law 
at present in force in Madras and Denitinry, gorge as regards the manu- 
facture of taree. Iyvegret much that this Bill will not come before the 
Council till we lose the services of the Hon’ble Mr, Lyall, who has had much 


‘to do with framing it, and whose advice in connection with it in Council would 


have been very valuable. But I hope, notwithstanding, that we shall be able 
to model the Bill into a satisfactory measure before we have done with it. 
It has not yet received the assent of the Government of India. The 
principles of it are to some extent still under discussion, but it is pretty certain 
that it will be brought forward some time in the course of the year, and 
I therefore thought it right to refer to it. 

“ There is also on the ¢apis a small Bill amending the law of excise in salt 
in Bengal. The object of this Bill is to afford greater facilities to trade, and it 


_ will also deal, to some extent, with the illicit manufacture of salt in Midnapore 


and the 24-Parganas, but I do not anticipate that it will be a large measure, 
and it will probably be some little time before we shall receive the assent of 
the Government of India to its introduction. 

“The other measures are most of them really small. There is one Bill to 
regulate the procedure for the commutation of predial services in Chota Nagpur. 
This is purely a local measure, and in discussing it, we shall have the advantage 
of the assistance of Mr. Grimley, the Commissioner of that Province, who has 
for a long time been acquainted with its conditions and cireumstances. This is 
not in any sense a contentious measure. 

“Then, we have two small Bills to amend the Local Self-Government Act 
and the District Municipal Act. They are very small measures. The main 
object is to empower District Boards to devote some portion of their funds, should 
they see fit to do so, to provide for a veterinary staff and veterinary hospitals 
within their jurisdictions. When we remember the vast “evr to agricul- 
ture in Bengal, which attaches to the maintenance in sound health of agricul- 
tural stock, I think we shall all feel that the Government of India has done 
well to ask us to bring our Acts into a line with those of other Provinces in this 
respect. There will beno attempt to force expenditure under this head upon local 

ies, but it is very desirable to empower them to ineursuch expenditure if they 
see fit, and it is also very desirable to have an outlet for the veterinary students 
at present being trained in the Veterinary College close to Calcutta. The oppor- 


tunity will probably be taken in connection with the District Municipal Act to, 


make at least one small amendment. The section dealing with the

at present unintelligible to me at least, and I believe also to those who have to 

k it. There has been found some flaws in the drafting of these Acts which 
it is very desirable to amend, I shall alsohaveto ask you to pass a small measure 
to amend some drafting errors in the Public Demands Recovery Act, These 
errors certainly ought not to have occurred, though I am told that these and 
some other flaws are due to the Council being rather hurried in the final disposal 
of these Bills. I think I can promise the Council that in future we shall not 
hurry. It is of the utmost importance that when a Bill comes to its final stage 
in this Council, opportunity should be given to those who are responsible for it 
to closely examine its provisions in order to see whether the Bull, as it then 
stands, is technically and literally correct. _I feel the less shame in making this 
confession, because we have discovered lately that the Supreme Council also has 
not been able to avoid errors of this description. The Bill to amend the Presi- 
dency Small Cause Court Act stands exactly on all fours with the Publie Demands 
Recovery Act Amendment Bill. ‘ 

“Then, there will be a small measure to amend the Calcutta Municipal Con- 
solidation Act, undertaken at the request of the Municipality, to meet the case 
of Insurance and other Companies carrying on their business through agents in 
Calcutta, who, by a recent decision, are considered by the High Court to be ex- 
cluded from the purview of the schedule in the Act. I do not anticipate that any 
other amendments will be incorporated in the Bill, which will probably be a 
non-contentious measure. 

“These are all the measures which we have at all elaborated up to the pre- 
sent date, but I think it right to mention that I shall very probably lay before 
yous if the Government of India agree, a measure for the amendment of the 

enancy Act. Chapter X of that Act was intended to provide a settlement 
procedure which would be applicable both to private and to Government 
estates, but experience has shown that while it may be possible to work that 
Chapter in dealing with small settlements, when you come to large operations, 
such as the Government is at present carrying on in Orissa and elsewhere, it is 
almost impossible to apply that procedure without an enormous amount of 
delay and expense. Settlement Officers find themselves hampered on every side 
by having to treat each raiyat’s settlement as a separate judicial case. That is 
not the procedure by which settlements are conducted in other parts of India. 
We have, in conference with a number of revenue officers in the Settlement 
Department, come to the conclusion that if such settlements, as that now being 
carried on in Orissa, are to be carried through within a reasonable time and 
with a minimum amount of trouble and expense both to the zamindars and the 
raiyats, it is absolutely necessary that some amendment should be made. My 
own wish will be to confine the measure within as reasonable limits as possible. 
It is very dangerous to touch a large measure like the Bengal Tenancy Act, 
as in attempting to do so we may start a fresh rent agitation in Bengal, and I 
am not ambitious to do so. 1 hope we shall be able to suggest, after consulta- 
tion with the Government of India, such a reasonable measure as will enable 
us to do our business without doing any harm to any private interests. If it 
appears that it is possible to suggest such reasonable amendment of certain 
other portions of the Tenancy Act, as will make the Act workable where 
it is not workable at present, I'shall take the orders of the Government of 
India on those points. But at present the one thing clear to my mind is 
that, for the purposes of settlement, we must have a workable procedure, 
and. I should wish to employ that procedure not only for the benefit of 
Government estates, where the revenues of the Government are under 
revision, but for the benefit of private landlords as well. That is the 
principle of the present Act, and it is the principle I propose to carry out in the 
project of legislation whichis under contemplation, the only difference being 
that we shall endeavour to make the Act workable. 

“ Theso are all the measures with which we are likely to trouble you in the 
course of the year.’ I cannot say precisely when we shall be able to intro- 
duce the larger measures; possibly we shall not be able to do anything with 
them before the rains, but we hope to be able to introduce the smaller measures 
in the course of a week or two. All I need further say is that I feel sure that 
in dealing with them the Bengal Council will vindicate its old reputation, when 






I knew it last, of being a thoroughly businesslike y. Wed com

business men, important measures in a businesslike way. I shall ie Y 
utmost consideration to the views which. may be urged by Hon’ble Members, 
and I shall take care that they are not rushed in any way in any matter of 
importance which requires calm deliberation. It is extremely desirable that 
our work should be well done, and thoroughly done, and that it should not 


require tinkering shortly after.” 


RECOMMENDATIONS BY BENGAL PROVINCIAL COMMITTEE 
OF EDUCATION COMMISSION, 


The Hon'ble Mr. A. M. Bosr asked— 


(a) Will the Government be pleased to state if any steps have been 
taken to carry out the following recommendations which were unanimously 
adopted in the year 1882 by the Bengal Provincial Committee of the Education 
Commission, which comprised amongst its members Sir Alfred Croft, Sir David 
Barbour, and others:— 

(1) That some “ Graduate Scholarships” should be established with a 
view to their being awarded on the result of the B.A. Examination, 
these not being tenable together with any private scholarship, 
where such existed, 

(2) That the establishment of an Educational Library and Museum at the 
Central Office in Calcutta would be of considerable atility, as 
showing what has been and is being done in the production of 
books and other means and appliances in the work of education 
in- different countries; and that such institutions might be 
subsequently extended to the head-quarters of each Division, 

(3) That a teachership examination should be instituted for the improve- 
ment of teachers in English schools, and that this would probably 
lead in time to the establishment of definite courses of instruction 
in the theory and practice of teaching. 

(b) Should these recommendations not have been carried out? _ Will the 
Government be pleased to take them now into its fuyourable consideration, 
and adopt steps to give practical effect to them ? 


The Hon’ble Mx. Buckianp replied :— 


Answer to Question No, I (a) (1):— 


«Since the date of the Education Commission’s Report, two Mohsin 
graduate scholarships of the value of Rs. 26 a month, tenable for one year, 
and three Madrassa graduate scholarships of Rs. 20a month each, tenable for 
one and-a-half years, haye been created ; the cost of the former being paid 
from the income of the Mohsin Endowment Fund, and that of the latter from 
Provincial Revenues. Iu the face of other and more pressing claims upon: the 
public purse, there appears to the Government to be no special need for 
Sdtablising more scholarships of this class, in addition to those which have been 
- founded by private endowments for the benefit of graduate students of, the 

Presidency College.”

INTERFERENCE WITH PROCEEDINGS OF SUBORDINATE 
MAGISTRATES.

(a) Has the attention of the Government been drawn to the correspond- 
ence which passed between Mr, Parbati Charan Roy, a senior Deputy Magistrate 
of distinguished merit now retired, and the District Magistrate of 24-Parganas, 
which has been recently published in the November number of Jndia and 
quoted in several Indian papers? Does the Government consider such 
interference on the part of District Magistrates with the proceedings of Deputy 
Magistrates in their purely judicial capacity, either before or after the passing 
of judgment, as desirable or conducive to the preservation of any feeling of self- 
respect or of judicial independence on the part of the latter officers? 

(6) Will the Government be vine. to lay before the Council the express 
direction by Government, referred to in the letter of the District Magistrate, and 
to state whether such or any similar direction is still in force? . 

(c) Has the -attention of the Government been drawn to several other 
instances of interference, or attempts at interference; om the part of the execu- 
tive authorities with the proceedings of subordinate Magistrates, mentioned by 
Mr. Monomohan Ghose from personal knowledge, in the interview with him 
published in the number of Lita for last December (vide pages 362, 363)? 

(d) Having regard to the serious character of such interference and its 
consequences as affecting the administration of criminal justice throughout the 
Province, will the Government be graciously pleased to direct that in future 
any cases of punishment which is really inadequate may be dealt with 

one to the High Court in accordance with the provision of law made 
expressly in that behalf by the Legislature, and not in the indirect way as 
shown in the correspondence referred to? ; 


The Hon’ble Mr. Corron replied :— 


“(a) The attention of the Lieutenant-Governor has been drawn by the 
Hon’ble Member's question to the correspondence between Mr. Parbati Charan 
Roy, formerly Deputy Magistrate and Deputy Collector, and the District 
Magistrate of the 24-Parganas, which is published in the November number of 
India, In the absence (on leave) of the District Magistrate referred to from 
this country, the Lieutenant-Governor has not been able to call upon him for 
any explanation, or to ascertain the circumstances under which his letters were

» (0) The express direction by Government, referred to by the Magistrate, 
is not quoted, but His Honour apprehends that allusion was made to the -

‘12. False cases—* *  * The Lieutenant-Governor has examined 
the records of a great number of these cases, and has found that they 
entail a great deal of useless aud unremunerative work on the Deputy Magis- 
trates. He considers that dap should only be instituted where cases are 
deliberately and malignantly false, but that when such cases are proved, severe 
punishment should be inflicted. The recent amendment of section 250, Crim- 
inal Procedure Code, which allows compensation up to Rs. 50 to be given in all 
cases whero frivolous or vexatious charges are voll should meet all the more 
venial cases.’ 

“The Lieutenant-Governor does not propose to modify these orders, which 
do not justify the inference which appears to have been drawn from them by 


- the District Magistrate. 


“(c) The attention of the Lieutenant-Governor has been drawn by the 
Hon’ble Member’s question to the account of the interview with Mr. Monomohan 
Ghose, which is published in the December number of Judia, and His Honour 
has read the statements referred to, but he is unable to verify them, as no names, 
dates or places are given. 

“(d) The Lieutenant-Governor does not approve of any executive interfer- 
ence with the independent administration of justice, and he agrees with the 
Hon’ble Member that, if there is reason to believe that a sentence which is really 
and seriously inadequate has been passed, it should be dealt with by the High 
Court under the provisions laid down in the Code of Criminal Procedure for 
the purpose. He understands that in fact this is the practice generally 
followed. At the same time it is certainly the duty of the District Magistrate 
to keep himself acquainted with the proceedings of his subordinates of all 
grades, to call their attention to irregularities and delays in the disposal of their 
case-work and to give his subordinates the benefit of his advice. ‘This does not 
of course warrant his dictating to any subordinate what his finding should be 
in any particular case.” 


TRANSFER OF CHITTAGONG DIVISION TO ASSAM. 


The Hon’ble Mr. A. M. Bose asked— 


Will the Government be pleased to state if there is any truth in the 
reports which have appeared in the newspapers, in regard to the separation of 
the districts of Tippera, Noakhali, and Chittagong from Bengal, with a view to 

ir incorporation in the Province of Assam; and if so, the reasons which” 
have influenced the Government to recommend such separation ?

The Hon’ble Mr, Corron replied :—~ 


“Tt will be convenient that I should answer the questions from both Hon’ble 
Members on this subject together. The proposal to transfer the Chittagong 
Division to Assam was put forward in a Conference which met in Calcutta in 
January, 1892, to examine certain questions relating to the country of the 
Lushai and Chin tribes. It was suggested that if the South Lushai Hills, with 
their avenues of access through the Chittagong district, were transferred to 
Assam, as was strongly recommended, it would be convenient that the whole 
Chittagong Division should be also transferred, and it was pointed out that an 
additional argument in favour of the transfer was that the projected Assam- 
Chittagong Railway would then be entirely in the Assam jurisdiction. The 
Government of India decided that the Chittagong district ought to be trans- 
ferred to Assam with the South Lushai Hills as soon as the settlement operations 
in progress had been brought to an end. As these operations are approaching 
completion, and as the Chittagong Railway now connects Chittagong directly 
with Assam, the question of the transfer of the Chittagong Division to Assam 
has lately been referred to this Government. The Lieutenant-Governor is 
quite aware that the transfer of territory from one administration to another 
cannot be a matter of indifference to the people of the tract affected, and no 
such transfer will be made without affording them the opportunity of expres- 
sing their sentiments in regard to it. 

“ {he papers on the subject of the proposed transfer cannot be published at 
present, but the substance of them, so faras they bear on this point, is contained 
in this reply to the Hon’ble Members’ questions. ‘The High Court, the Board 
of Revenue, and the Commissioner of the Chittagong Division have now been 
officially consulted on.the proposal.”

“The Lieutenant-Governor has placed himself in communication with the 


Commissioner of Patna, and has ascertained that the Circular referred tois a .— 


genuine one. The object of the Circular, which is to discourage the imprison- 
ment of juvenile offenders in cases in which whipping is a more appropriate 
punishment, is a laudable one, but the Lieutenant-Governor cannot approve of 
the character of the instructions issued. In the first place it is clear from the 
ovisions of section 392 of the Criminal Procedure Code that the expressiow 
‘juvenile offender’ is intended to apply to an offender under sixteen years of 
age, whereas the Commissioner's Circular applies to offenders of twenty-one 
ears of age and under. Moreover, although under the Code of Criminal 
rocedure the District Magistrate has full authority to call for and examine the 
records of any cases on the file of his subordinates, it is not contemplated that 
he should diétate the punishment to be inflicted in any rticular case, The 
Lieutenant-Governor considers that the Commissioner’s ircular is likely to be 
misunderstood by the Magistrates whom it affects, and he has therefore directed 
that it should be withdrawn. 
«The Lieutenant-Governor has also pointed out that general Circulars of 
this nature affecting the procedure of Subordinate Magistrates should not be 
issued by Commissioners without the sanction and approval of Government.” :

SENTENCES OF WHIPPING BY JOINT-MAGISTRATES OF SIRAJ 
pte si - GANJ AND ALIPORE.

__(b) Will the Government be pleased to inquire into the correctness of the 
allegations made in the Hitabadi of the 20th December last, to the effect that 
a whipping of 20 stripes was inflicted on an accused by the order of the Joint- 
Magistrate of Alipore after that officer had passed a judgment awarding 
sentence of 10 stripes only ? 


The Hon'ble Mr. Corroy replied :— 


“(a) Enquiry has been made into the facts of the case referred to, and it 
has been ascertained that a sentence of whipping passed by the Joint-Magis- 
trate of Sirajganj (or, more correctly, passed by the second class Magistrate 
there and confirmed by the Joint-Magistrate) could not be carried out because 
no’one was found able and willing to inflict the punishment. Under the orders 
of Government, whipping isto be inflicted by the chuprassis attached to the 
Court. It so happened that at the time the sentence referred to was passed 
one of the chuprassis attached to the Court had just retired and the other was 
in bad health and no substitute had been provided for him.

in such waters. On His Honour’s recommendation the Government of India 
have recently sanctioned a modification of the Rules above mentioned by adding - 
thereto a proviso to the effect that no license or permit shall be required for 
fishing in any tidal waters. This modification hasbeen published in the 
Caleutta Gazette of January 29th, 1896,”

against their will. These facts were proved beyond doubt. The 
agistrate has kindly promised his help and “protection to pilgrims 
against this oppression after enquiry. Pilgeims are coming down 
in numbers by every day's train, and many thousands are expec 
on the oceasion of the next anniversary ceremony of Sivaratri, 
to be held on the 11th instant.

eing a Small Cause Court case there is no appeal, but it is stated that the 
Mohunt has moved the High Court on a point of law. The measures adopted 
by the local authorities are exactly the same as they have been for many years 
past. When the pilgrims’ cases were won, the Adhikaris, who own the pilgrim 
rest-houses at Sitakund, and whose interests conflict with those. of the Mohunt, 
applied to the District Magistrate to take action to remove all barriers and to 
sila that every one should be admitted free of charge to the shrine, In reply 
to this, the Magistrate pointed out that barriers were put up every year for the 
regulation of overcrowding, with the consent of the officér who was placed in 
charge of the mela arrangements, and that, in accordance with long-standing 
practice, this officer had authority to admit persons who were unable to pay 
to pass without payment.”

‘*T wish ag to call the attention of the Government of India to tho fact that through 
the Pilgrim Brokers’ Act not applying to Calcutta, it is impossible for any one to carry out 
the tfor shipping of pilgrims satisfactorily from that port; the troubles the 
pilgrims have to encounter in Calcutta at the present time aro, if anything, worse than th 
were in Bombay before the Brokers’ Act was put into operation, and in this my final repo 

T would im; upon Government the advisability of passing an Act eee the pilgrim 
brokers in tta, similar to the one now in operation at Bombay an Karachi.’ 


-« On receipt of this report the Local Government rete itself in communi- 
cation with the Commissioner of Police for the town o Caleutta, and also with 
the leading Muhammadan Associations of this City, and we have received a report 
from Sir John Lambert in which he strongly supports the pro sal for legisla- 
tion. He states that about a hundred persons follow the profession of pilgrim 
brokers in Calcutta, and that they pillage and deceive the pilgrims in every 
way possible, but as the parties aggrieved were always in a hurry to roceed on 
their pilgrimage, they would not come forward fo complain, and naturall 
objected to bemg detained in Caleutta or to appear in Court. He furniabedl 
several instances in which these pilgrim brokers were proved to have 
oppressed and swindled pilgrims passing through the town of Calcutta, but as 
the brokers were under no legal control, no effective action could be taken ; the 
7 ame leave for the Hedjaz, and the brokers are left untouched The Central 
i ammadan National Association and the Muhammadan Literary Association 
have also represented to the Government that in their opinion the introduction 
of the present Bill is very desirable. ‘The number of pilgrims who leave Cal- 
cutta cannot be accurately stated. Formerly a considerable number left by 
steamer from Calcutta. In the year 1891 the number of oe who left 
by steamer exceeded 1,000; since then the numbers steadily fell off. In 
1804 no pilgrim left by steamer direct from Calcutta, and in 1895 the number 
was only 48. ‘The pilgrims who now leave from Calcutta all go by train to 
Bombay, and their number is very considerable. According to the best calcula- 
tion I have been able to make, it amounts to between 4,000 and 5,000 in a 
year, principally from the districts of Eastern Bengal, and I include in this 
expression the district of Sylhet, which is well known to supply a large number 
of Hajees. It is for the rotection of this large number of pilgrims that I ask 
for permission to Prod the present Bill. It is necessary to rotect them 
‘ust as muchfor the railway journey as it is for the sea passage. ‘The practice 
is for the pilgrims to take their tickets here to Bombay and from Bombay to 
Mecca. It has been known that pilgrims whose tickets should have been taken 
to Bombay have been stranded half way to that City, the actual ticket taken 
by the broker in such cases being for some intermediate station only, The 
‘ms from the districts of Eastern Bengal are mostly very simple men, and 
not acquainted with the wiles of city life; they are accosted on arrival, and fall, 
without difficulty, into the hands of those whose business it is to promote their 
pilgrimage, but who in fact a them, | :

There is some improvement in the 
date of submission of the a to Government, which in the previous year 
was the 26th Feb ; e delay is accounted for by the fact that, under 
the instructions of Government issued from time to time in 1895, some 
changes have been introduced into the reports of the Agents which have been 
prepared on the uniform system laid down for both the Agencies on the 
Saat RD of the Board, Some of the tables have also undergone revision. 

e result compares favourably with former reports. 

2. The year 1894-95 was the seventh in succession of a series of bad years 
commencing from 1888-89. The opium reserve having, on account of. 4 
succession of favourable seasons, risen to 49,705 chests in the year 1887-88, 
the cultivation in both the Agencies was reduced by 10 per cent. in the 
Bihar and 24 per cent. in the Benares Agency, in the year 1888-89. Un- 
fortunately there was a failure of crops in 1888-89, and this, combined with 
the reduction in the area of cultivation, brought down the total yield of 
the two Agencies to 67,000 maunds in the place of 1,23,000 maunds in the 
previous year. In the year 1889-90 attempts were made to restore the area 
of cultivation to its former extent, but they were wholly unsuccessful in Bihar. 
In the Benares Agency the endeavours were, however, more successful, and an in- 
crease of 20 per cent. in thearea of cultivation was secured. The outturn in the 
two Agencies in this year was 96,000 maunds. The average outturn during the 
three following years was only 78,900 maunds. Thé year 1893-94 was one of 
the worst on record, the total outturn in the two Agencies being only 61,000 
maunds, It was in this year that the advent of the Royal Opium Commission 
still further accentuated the already prevailing depression. Any excitement 
that may have been caused by the visit of the Commission has now subsided; and 
the price per seer of crude opium id to cultivators has with effect from. the 

ear 1894-95 been raised from Rs. 5 to Rs. 6. The situation has so far been 
improved; but Mr. Hopkins, the Bihar Agent, considers that the increase 
in price is not likely to attract new cultivators or bring back the old, but only to 
ensure greater care and industry on the part of existing cultivators, On the 
other hand, the average area in which individual cultivators grow poppy remains 
practically constant (“38 of an acre in Bihar and ‘42 in Benares) ; the fact 
that thore is a distinct limit to the time and attention which can be besto 
by a family of cultivators upon 60 exacting a = They must either grow @ 
certain area of PRY» or no POPPY. at all. With regard to the competition: 
of other crops, Min opkins is inclined to think lightly of the danger, except 
with regard to oil-seeds; but the Opium Agent of Benares points out that 
cultivators have found out that potatoes, tobacco, &c., are as profitable as 
poppy ; and when a cultivator has once severed his connection with the depart- 
ment, and made a start in other business by aid of advances from native 
bankers, who are not pressing, so long as the interest is paid, for repayment of 
the loan as the Government, it is hard to get him back; but any defect in the 
outturn of cane, potatoes or even tobacco is immediately followed by an 
upward tendency on the part of poppy cultivation, and settlements are largely 
influenced even by the actual of the ordinary kharif crops.

total 69,058 maunds, The consistence of the Bihar opium received was 
very’ high, being 76° as compared with 70° of the preceding year. The 
Benares drug was, however, of a consistence of only 70°02 degrees, as com- 
pared with 71°33 in the peste year. The Agents’ reports do not furnish 
any explanation of the di rie! between the consistence of the Bihar and 
Benares product; but the Benares Agent attributes the extreme variations 
in consistence among the divisions of the Agency to careless preparation. 
_ 4. The total outturn of the season was 35,953 chests 10 cakes of provision 
ay viz., 18,538 chests 10 cakes in Bihar and 
Outturn and sales. 17,415 chests in the Benares Agency, against 
16,785 chests in the former and 16,543 chests 19 
cakes in the latter Agency during the previous year. So many as 426 chests of 
Patna and 2,226 chests of Benares opium had to be taken,out of this quan. - 
tity to make up the quantity advertised for sale in 1895. The number 
of chests available: for sale in 1896 was therefore only 18,112 chests of Patna 
and 15,189 chests of Benares opium. As the sale programme for 1896 provides 
for 39,000 chests, viz., 19,500 chests of Patna and 19,500 chests of Benares :

These figures show an 
increase of Rs. 25,18,906 in Bihar and Rs, 19,68,918in Benares, or Rs. 44,87,8¢4 
in both the Agencies. ‘Ihe figures for Bihar include the cost price of 3,991 
maunds of opium transferred from the Benares Agency, which was deducted 
from the accounts of the latter Agency and debited to Bihar. Almost the whole 
of the increased expenditure is due to the increased price of Rs. 6 per seer 
paid for the grude opium, as against Rs. 5 per seer in the preceding year. 
‘The price of Malwa opium is not included in the above figures, nor is it 
shown in the Board’s or the Agents’ reports, but they include the cost of 
making Malwa into excise opium. The average cost of a chest of opium 
in the Bihar Agency, taking all kinds of opium together, but excluding the cost 
price of Malwa opium, was Rs. 456-19, against Rs. 386-14-6 in the year 
1893-94; in the Benares Agency, the average cost was Rs. 484-15-2, against 
Rs, 404-2-6 in the preceding year. The increase in both the cases was chiefly 
duo to the increased price paid for crude opium, but there was also some excess 
expenditure, as compared with the year 1893-94, in leaves, chests and timber. 
The question of instituting a system of local audit of accounts of the two 
ticies which has been under discussion for some time, has been set at rest 
by orders issued by the Government of India to the Accountant-General, Bengal.

be classed as “ irrigable” and not as‘‘irrigated.” In the Hajipurand M uzaffarpur 
sub-agencies -well-water, Mr. Hopkins goes on to say, is considered detrimental 
to poppy cultivation, because it is believed to encourage the suline eftlorescence 
so common and so destructive in Tirhut. In the Aliganj and Chapra sub- 
agencies this objection to well-water has been successfully overcome by careful 
tillage, and the Agent believes that it will be overcome in time in Hajipur and 
Muzaffarpur also, Un the other hand, the Lieutenant-Governor observes that this 
objection is widely entertained in Tirhut with regard to indigo also, and is held 
to apply to all kinds of irrigation for that crop in usar or saline lands. In the 
Shahabad district, again, wells are re orted to be the favourite means of irrigation, 
while canal water is said to have a deteriorating effect on the crop. ‘he Bihar 
Agent remarks that the chief vice in canal water is that those who use it have to 
pay for it, and this view is corroborated by:the evidence of the Benares Agency 
‘where no such objection to canal water exists.’ It is also reported that a 
ice has sprung up in Hazaribagh of forbidding the sale to opium cultivators 

of saplings for the construction of levers for raising water from wells, apparently 
on the ‘ground of forest conservancy. This has had a deterrent effect on

that it was not possible to open the canals merely for the sake of the 
very small area under poppy, to ‘the detriment of “more general interests, 
Sir Alexander Mackenzie agrees with the North-West Provinces Government, 
and notes with approval that the advice of that Government has been adopted. 
‘The season 1894-95 was a damp one, and crops generally suffered from excess 
of moisture. The amount advanced for wells was, however, Rs. 17,923 in the 
Bihar Agency and Rs. 8,202 in the Benares Agency, against Rg. 11,059 and 
Rs, 11,176, respectively, in the two Agencies in the previous year. In Bihar 
204 pucka and 671 kutcha wells were constructed, and in Benares 31 pucka and 
2,286 kutcha wells were constructed. The construction of pucka wells should 
be encouraged, as they form permanent improvements und are probably cheaper 
in the long run. ; 

8. ‘he saw mills at Patna continuo to meet the demand of both the 
Agencies for chests. The total number of chests 
: turned out by the mills in the year 1894-95 was 
39,427, of which 10,222 were sé] and the rest were mango-wood. The s¢)- 
wood chests and a portion of the mango-wood chests were made of logs cut 
in previous years, The average cost of a mango-wood chest was Ks, 2-4-11, 
against Re. 1-11-8, This increase is due mainly to the fact that the outturn was 
reduced by stopping the mills for nearly five months on account of the large 
accumulation of the stock of chests, due to deficient production of opium in the 
two previous years, although the establishment had to be kept on for the whole 
year. It is said that, it any of the artizans thus left unemployed had been 
dismissed, it would not have been possible to get them back or replace them 
when required, as they would soon have been picked up by Railway and 
other companies. A ‘diminished outturn of chests must necessarily there- 
fore entail an increasein the rate of cost of manufacture. The stock of chests 
at the end of the year was 18,601 ready-made sél chests and 15,659 mango-

Messrs, Baker and Wright, who held charge of the Benares 
Ageney during the year, and the officers under them, are also commended for 
their success in extending the area of cultivation.

Nevertheless, the 
visitor’s mind will here, too, be impressed with the solemnity of the Millennium and the 
enthusiasm inspiring the Nation at this momentous period of her History. The buildings 
show the luxury of solemn festivities and the programme embraces the national life in all its 
manifostations. And not only shall the present condition of Hungary be laid open to general 
view, but the world shall also bé impressed with the fact of the great progress Hungary has 
made during the re-establishment of her Constitution, in 1867, obliterating in this compara» 
tively short time the misfortunes and neglects of many centuries. rs 

Tn order that none of the social or economical classes of the Country should remain 
excluded from the Millennial Exhibition, there will be represented besides exhibiting pro- 
ducers also those elements of the people which are not usually represented in exhibitions, 
viz., the Army and Navy, whose colossal mechanism shall be explained in all its details, the 
Public Health Institution with all their various apparatuses, Oommerce, with its compli- 
cated organisation, its far-reaching, almost invisible, threads, and finally the village and 
country people with their manners of life, their customs and in their picturesque costumes, 
placed in a natural frame in the shape of some 30 dweiling-houses copied from nature and 
used by the different nationalities and tribes of this country. 

These brief indications will perhaps suffice to arouse the sympathies of all civilized 
people and direct the interest of the public at large of all countries toward the Millennial 
Festivities of the State of Hungary.

Wuerras by “The Stock Diseases Act, 1895,” the Governor is empowered, by Order 
in Counoil to be published in the Government Gazette, from time to time to prohibit the 
introduction or importation into the Colony, either by sea or land, of any Stock from any 
country or place; or to permit euch introduction by land to be made at such inland places 
or their importation by sea at such parts of the sea-coast in Western Australia, being “ports ” 
within the meaning of the laws of the Customs for the time being, subject to a restric- 
tions and regulations as he shall seo fit: Now rnererore I, the Governor of the said Colony 
with the elivioe of the Executive Council, do hereby oe ee the introduction of imported 
stock into this Colony, except in conformity with and subject to the following Regulations.

REGULATIONS. 


1. All stock from the Australasian Colonies and New Zealand entering the Colony of 
Western Australia, whether by land or sea, must be accompanied by a statutory declaration
